digent.

States to sabotage the Republi-

convention,"

Rep. Melvin R. Laird of Wiscon- 
sin, chairman of the GOP Plat- 
form Committee. 


The committee starts its ses- 


sions in San Francisco July 6, 
one week before the convention 
opens. Many members of Con- 
gress are on the committee. 
Many others want to air their 
views before it. 


Republicans had counted on 


the House being in recess the 
entire week starting July 6, with 
the Senate 'holding only token 
sessions. 


The 
recess 
outlook 
has 


dimmed because of Johnson's 
reported 
insistence that Con- 


gress enact the civil rights bill 
and start action on his ant 
erty program before the conven- 
tion. 


The President said at a news 


conference Tuesday he wants 
Congress to work longer and 
act on 
about 30 "desirable" 


proposals before adjournment. 


He prodded the legislators to 


give his proposals their "full at- 
tention six days a week until 
the Republican convention" and 
then return to work after the 
convention. 


Leaders had planned to seek 


final adjournment before 
the 


Democratic convention opens in 
Atlantic City Aug. 24. .

WASHINGTON (AP) — Henry 


Cabot Lodge's return from South 
Viet Nam might offer Republi- 
cans a choice of candidates to 
oppose Sen. Barry Goldwater 
for the GOP presidential nom- 
ination. 


Lodge announced in Saigon 


Tuesday he was quitting his 
ambassadorial 
post and com- 


ing home because he felt it was 
his "duty to do everything that 
I can to help Gov. Scranton to 
win for president." 


Later, he said "there are no 


hidden meanings" in his deci- 
sion to return to the United 
States and he is "not a candi- 
date at all." He added, "I am 
not going back at all in order 
to connive at anything for my- 
self. I cannot be drafted." 


Lodge's decision to jump into 


presidential politics was widely 
heralded 
by the backers of 


Pennsylvania Gov. William W. 
Scranton as a major develop- 
ment in his efforts to win dele- 
gates away from Goldwater. 


Scranton said he was delight- 


ed by Lodge's decision to re- 
turn and added, "This is anoth- 
er big boost for this rapidly ex- 
panding campaign." He said he 
hoped to have Lodge "go around 
and tell the people why they 
should be for me." 


Supporters of Goldwater, who 


has more than enough publicy 
committed convention votes to 
win the nomination if his dele- 
gates stand pat, generally dis- 
counted Lodge's move.

In Kil- 
syth, Scotland, Jesse Peterson, 
director of the 
ensemble and 


chorus, asked how many in the 
audience had heard a band in 
the last year. Not a hand was 
raised. In Motherwell, Scotland, 
.he changed the question to ten 
years, and still not a person re- 
sponded. 


In Kilsyth the auditorium seat- 


ed 500 people. The ensemble and 
chorus .gave a Saturday everting 
and Sunday afternoon concert 
series, with 800 people in atten- 
dance each time. Many stood 
the entire time. 


Upon arrival in Motherwell, 


the musicians found they were 
scheduled for a united rally in 
the Clason Memorial Church of 
the 
Church of Scotland. Ap- 


proximately 750 people were in 
the audience. The musicians 
were told that it was the first 
time a band had played in the 
church. 


When the students 
boarded 


the bus to leave Kilsyth, nearly 
600 townspeople gathered to say 
goodby. As the bus 
departed 


they waved and sang Scottish 
songs. The students were touch- 
ed by the tremendous response 
to the "American friends," and 
say Scotland is a country they 
would like to visit again.

England, The Netherlands, Nor- 
way, 
Sweden, Finland, Den- 


mark,

gregate all-white schools in the 
Arkansas River V a l l e y will 
make next

school desegregation year ^yet 
in Arkansas. 


The total number of desegre- 


gated school districts in the 
state will remain less than five 
per cent of the total in this 10th 
year since the U.S. Supreme 
Court's historic desegregation 
decision. 


About 20 of the state's 414 dis- 


tricts will be desegregated next 
September. 


The record total for next fall 


is seven, according to the state 
Education 
Department. Those 


in the river valley include Ola, 
Danvlile and Havana, which are 
desegregating all grades, and 
Atkins, Dardanelle and 
Rus- 


sellville, which arc desegregat- 
ing the top four grades only. 


North Little Rock is the sev- 


enth district which 
has 
an- 


nounced plans to desegregate in 
the 1964-65 school term. Several 
other districts are considering 
desegregating next September, 
but no decisions have been an- 
nounced. 


The reasons for desegregat- 


ing schools along the Arkansas 
River were varied. School offi- 
cials said some of the reasons 
were: 


—"This was working a hard- 


ship on the Negro students, and 
it was costly and dangerous (to 
send them by bus to a Negro 
high school in Morrilton)." 


—"After the others 
(other 


school districts) decided to de- 
segregate, 
we 
had 
to. 
We 


couldn't afford the cost of a 
special bus to Morrilton." 


—"We know if it got into court 


we didn't have a chance. We 
just avoided the court trouble," 


In the past, these cities in the 


Russellville - Dardanelle area 
sent their Negro pupils to Sulli- 
van High School at Morrilton on 
a special bus. 


Last term there were 35 Ne- 


groes 
from Russellville being 


bussed to Morrilton, 25 to 30 
from 
Atkins, 13 from 
Dard- 


anelle, 6 from Ola. 5 from Dan- 
ville and 2 from Havana. 


The trip for some students 


was 50 miles one way. 


Though the enrollment at Sul- 


livan 
will 
be "seriously 
re- 


duced" by the withdrawal of 85 j 
students from these six cities, 
officials at Morrilton say they 
have no plan to integrate their 
schools. 


The Arkansas Council on Hu- 


man Relations, cheered by the 
decisions to desegregate, is dis- 
appointed by the fact that three 
of the cities are desegregating 
only the top four grades. 


"First," said Ozell Sutton of 


the council, "it only makes for ! 
more trouble. They'll have to 
desegregate 
the rest 
of 
the

Experience has shown it's eas- 
ier to do it all at once.

have probably never met one.

pick up fresh supplies. 


You could, conceivably, bump 


into one. 


If you do and his clothes look 


a little rumpled, it's probably 
jccause they've been on him all 
light, neglected while he gazed 
at sights in time and space that 
only his kind can see. 


If you talk to him and his 


words have little meaning to you 
t's because he thinksin a poly- 
glot jargon of technical terms 
nvented to convey ideas beyond 
he ken of ordinary mortals. 


If he seems like he's from an- 


other world — it's because that
